A Messenger for Aid Found Half Frozen 
—A Relief Expedition Sent Out. 


Berryville (Va.) Cor. New York Sun. 

This evening about dusk Mr. Bichard A. 
Ward, residing on the outskirts of the village, 
found a man lying in the snow near the road- 
side, partially insensible from cold and ter- 
ribly emaciated. The stranger was at once 
removed to Mr. Ward’s residence, where, 
after he bad been reviveu and had been sup- 
plied witb food, which he devoured in a rav- 
enous manner, be startled his preserver by 
one of the strangest and most thrilling narra- 
tives of human distress that has ever been 
cvronicied. The man stated that his name 
was Roger S. Coop®ér, and that he resided in 
the viliage of Paris, a small town near the 
summit of the Blue Ridge Mountains, on the 
dividing line between Clarke and Loudon 
counties. He had volunteered to come to 
Berryville to urge the residents by all the 
ties of humanity and manhood to organize a 
relief parity and go to the assistance of the 
villagers, who were literally buried in the 
snow, and tothe number of about 300 were 
in danger of death from both cold and hun- 


er. 
" The village of Paris is onthe westside of 
the Blue Ridge, and it was directly exposed 
to the terrible northwesterly gale which be- 
gan onthe night of December 20. The vil- 
lagers at first beheid the snow without 


alarm, although asthe flakes came steadily. 


down it became evident to them that the fail 
would be an unusually deep one. For forty- 
eight bours the storm continued. On 
Wednesday night the snow was piled high 
above ali the roads and paths, and was heav- 
‘js drifted against houses. As the villagers 
retired forthe night the snow was coming 
down faster than ever. Cooper ana his fam- 
ily occupied a small cottage near the western 
slope of the piateau en which the village 
stands. He says fhat when he awoke Thurs- 
day morning he found it still dark and sup- 
posed that the day had not yet dawned.

10. Somewhat puzzied. he went to the front 
door. lt offered resistance to his push. To 
his astonishment he was confrorted by a sol- 
id wall of snow. His honse had been 
buried in the deep drift. His young wife 
and child, when informed of the proposition 
of affairs, at first became greatly alarmed, 
but were soon soothed by his assurances of 
safety. 

Cooper is a bardy, handsome young fellow 
of twenty-tive. He is evidently a cvol-head- 
ed, intelligent man. Hesaysthe first thing 
be did was to build arousing fire, and to in- 
sist on having braakfast before Going any- 
thing.

A hum of approval ran 
through the crowd, and Mr. Wright prompt- 
ly exclaimed, “Allright. D’ll do it.’’ He 
then named a committee of fifteen, with bim- 
self as chairman, after which he exciaimed: 
‘‘Look here, men, thereis no good appoint- 
ing this committee unless what it says is going 
to be done. Are we to have full authority 
here or not?’’ ; 

‘*Yes: do as you please,” replied the gray- 
baired farmer.

The nex: dav the plans of the committee 
were faithfuliy carried out, and by nightiai! 
the entire population of the village was gath- 
ered in about twenty houses in the immediate 
vicinity of the schooolhouse, waich had been 
converted into asupply station. During the 
day the committee at times found some diili- 


culty in enforcing tbe order for the surrender 


of food. Several of the viilagers showed dis: 
position to rebel, but the inexorable commit- 
tee, led by Mr. Wright, helped themselves 
indisciiminately, ignoring all complaints. 
Once a man named Emory refused to comply 
with the requisition, and when th c»mmittes 
attempted to take the desired articles by 
force, be and his three sous seized their shot- 
guns. Wright went up to Emory and knock- 
ed him down without word of warning. Ina 
moment the rebellious villagers were a!! pris- 
oners inthe hands of the committee, whu hid 
quickly supported their leader. 

The Emorys were disarmed, and after tueir 
house had been ransacked for fuel and pro- 
visions, they were liberated. There was great 
sufieripg from frost bites. The energetic 
committee established a hospital in which the 
ailing could be cared for by the sole physi- 
cian of the place. As many as fifty were suf- 
fering at one time, and several amputations 
had to be performed. 

It was decided to send a messenger to 
Berryville for help. Cooper was selected. He 
started on Tuesday mounted on a strong 
horse, and supplied witha flask of whisky 
and a package of provisions. He traveled all 
that day and night. The next day the horse 
gave out and could gono further. Cooper 
went ahead on foot.

This fearful story was told by Cooper to 
your correspondent in a modest, straightfor- 
ward way. He passed lightly over his own 
brave deeds, but dwelt with earnestness on 
the pitiable condition of his fellow villagers. 
As soon as his story was made known, a party 
of three men in afour-herse sled were des- 
patched to Paris with provisions and medi- 
cine. One of the number is a surgeon and 
anotheraclergyman. Itis not yet known 
whether they can make their way through 
the snow. here is great anxiety in regard 
to the fate of the devoted villacers on the 
bleak side of the Blue Ridge. A number of 
lives will certainly be lest by this singular 
blockade.

A SABLE SOVEREIGN. 


Death at Warrenton, Va., of Hannibal, 
an African Prince. 
Fpecial Dispatch to the Chieago Times. 

One ofthe victims ofthe bitter cold wave 
which is now experienced in his latitude was 
Prince Hannibal, an old negro, who lived 
near this village. No manin this country 
probably hada more remakable history. The 
deceased was an old negro who came to this 
country from Africa in 1820. He was the 
son ofaking, and, he says, was seized by. 
slavers on the African coast, put on board of 
avessel,and brought to this country, where 
he was sold. Hannibal finally found his way 
to this country, where he was purchased by 
a wealtby farmer, who emancipated him sey- 
eral years prior tothe war. After he was set 
at liberty he amassed considerable money 
aud became the owner of a large number of 


slaves, over whom he always observed the 


most rigid discipline. Hannibal is prebably 


the only slave-owner on record who exer- 
’ cised the rights of ownership of negroes after 


the results of the late civil war. He kept 
most of these people in slavory afcer that 
times These treated him not only with the 
deference ofa master, but that of a prince of 
high rank. Whenever his negroes passed 
him or approached, they remoyed their head- 
gear and bowed almostto the ground. Han- 
nibal never permitted the very slightest free- 
dom from any of his own color, it mattered 
not bow intelligent or high mav Dave been 
their social connections. He never permitted 
any for a moment to forget that, although he 
had been forced through the circumstances of 
his servitude to the dDiacksmith shop and to 
labor for years, he was still the sonofan Af- 
ricahi king and es such demanded respect. 
The prince owned agood farm and other 
real estaté inthis and other sections of the 
State, but from one cause or another gradual- 
ly lost itall. He retained his negro slaves 
for some time after the war, but they finally 
left him and he was left almost destitute. 
Hannibal was a devoted friend of the South, 
and during the war refused to shoe horses 
forthe Federul cavalrymen who traversed 
this section, always finding some excuse to 
avoid it. On account of his devotion, which 
he dia not try toconceal, Hannibal was ar- 
rested and imprisoned inthe old capitol at 
Washington, where he remained for many 
months. During the past few years, the old 
man bas lived in the utmost seclusion most 
of the time ina log cabin a short distance 
from this place. He disliked company and 
would not havea companion, and permitted 
no one to come near him. He was foundin 
his cabin to-day dead, and had doubiless 
died several days ago. The extreme cold 
weatber and deep snow prevented his nelga- 
bors from observing his absence from his 
customary haynts. Hannibal was about 76 
years old. ~~

BALLET DANCERS. 


How Their Muscles Are Trained—Toe 
Dancing Explained. 
From the New Yerk Sun. 


In spite of her seeming scantiness of cloth- 
ing a ballet dancer does not suffer from cold. 
Under her silk or cotton hosiery every ballet 
dancer, without exception, ,wears padding. 
The padded tights are heellesss. A strap of 
the stockinet of which they were woven ex- 
tends under the hollow of jhe foot. The 
webbing is finely ribbed around the ankle,and 
not padded below the swell of the calf or 
where the calf ought toswell. The padding 
is of fine lamb’s wool fleece knitted, with the 
fleece thrown up like plush on the under side 
into the web, which is of cotton, strong, and 
not too elastic. There is no padding around 
the knee and none around the hips. The 
thighs are well padded. Few men or women 
have small, well-proportioned kKnee-joints, 
and even when they have suflicient flesh, it is 
not so distributed as to produce perfect sym- 
metry of form. These padded goods are 
therefore generally made to order. This is 
necessary, for no two persons have the 
same proportiongte length of thigh 
and leg. Agaip, many have good calves 
and the rest of the leg very poor 
orthin. Others have thighsand not calves; 
others have both thighs and calves with suf- 
ficient flesh thereon. but it is not in the right 
places. Howis alithis remedied? Why, in 
the uirectest and shortest manner possible. 
The jady or gentleman who orders a pair of 
pacded thighs is waited on by a salesman or 
saleswoman who understancs his or her busi- 
ness. To the customer a pair of unpadded 
tights of perfect shape is first given to put 
on. Then heis measured, first around the 
waist, then around the hips, then around the 
calf, and then around the ankle, Next along 
the inside of the leg. The measurer then 
carefully notes and jots down for manufac- 
turer’s guidance the deficiences in the per- 
son’s figure. In about a week the gatment 
ordered is finished. If there is too much 
padding at any pointit cau be seen at a glance 
and clipped off. Padded shirts or bodies for 
both men and women are also measured for 
when ordered in a similar manner. When 
the entire tights extended tothe waist are not 
need, calf-padded tights extending only a 
littie over the Knee can be ordered. These 
are worn with trunks. 

The fact that the demand in New York for 
theatrical goods of this kindis sufficient to 
warrant the erection of a factory in Brooklyn, 
and the importation of the machinery and 
the weavers, knitters and embroiderers from 
Europe to carry it on is proof ofthe extensive 
use of these articles. In fact, they are not 
worn by theatrical people alone. Numbers 
of men and women who daily promenade the 
streets, who drive inthe park, and are seen 
at balis, theaters, receptions and the opera, 
wear padded hosiery, with fine silk hosiery 
over it. From a distance, too—from the far 
West, from the Nast and South—padded bo- 
siery is ordered in immense quantities. The 
circus Fipg owes no Small part of its attrac- 
tions to the wearing of these padded goods. 
Whoever has seen a boat race or athletic

GOVERNOR TOM’S IDEAS. 

The Governor’s message, delivered ves- 
terday, to the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of Missouri, is a bulky docu- 
ment, which would not have suffered had 
it been subjected to the peculiar journal- 
istic art of boiling down. The address be- 
gins with a vigorous and clear statement 
of the position of this commonwealth as 
regards the Union and the world. With 
much justice, the Governor calls Missouri 
the key-stone in the arch of States, where 
the systems ofthe North and South and 
West meetand mingle. The meat ofthe 
inessage begins withthe declaration that 
crime must be put 
his 


lawlessness and 
down, and it is fixed determin- 
ation to back up the process 
of the courts with all the powerof the 
State. Every dollar of money invested in 
this State will be protected to the utmost 
extent of the law, and the Governor ex- 
presses the hope that the presentera of 
investment will continue, that new rail- 
roads, that new enterprises of all kinds 
will still be built up, and the whole State 
climb to higher planes of prcsperity 
through a sound financial policy that will 
proteci investors inall their rights. Im- 
migration is tobe encouraged by every 
possible means, the private enterprises are 
congiatujated upon the good that they 
bave done, and itis recommended that a 
commission be sent to Europe, and an 
agency established in New York to eacour- 
age immigration to Missouri. The 
sound Democratic doctrine is re- 
iterated that parsimony towards 
education is liberality towards crime. The 
total number of schools in operation in the 
State is shown to be 8,641; the total num- 
ber gf pupils in actual attendance upon 
these schools is 482,989—about sixty-five 
per cent of the total school population. A 
revisidh of the system of taxation is 
recommended which will equalize the bur- 
dens upon all descriptions of property, and 
by that very fact invite capital into pro- 
ductive channels in Missouri. The State 
and county debts must be paid as soon as 
it can possibly be done. It 
recommended that the State indebted- 
ness be refunded in _ five 
bonds. The condition of the Supreme Court 
is noted and the Legislature asked to pro- 
pose some means by which it may be re- 
lieved of the embarrassments which the 
over-crowded state .of its docket have 
brought upon it. As far as the county in- 
debtedness is concerned the Judge calls 
the attention of the counties to the fact 
that outside of any question of honesty it 
is a matter of policy to adjust their bond- 
ed indebtedness as speedily as possible, for 
in tke end they will have to pay not only 
the original debt with long accrued inter- 
est but also heavy fees and heavy costs, 
the only persons benefitted being the 
local lawyers. ‘The Governor recommends 
an amendment to the constitution to 
permit of a general registration law. This 
would make illegal voting almost a matter 
of impossibility. The militia alse comes 
in for a share of gubernatorial commenda- 
tion. Considering the amount of debate 
which has already been evoked upon the 
question of convict labor, it must be ad- 
mitted that Governor Crittenden takes the 
bull boldly by the horns in his recommen- 
dation that the Penitentiary be made self- 
sustaining. He claims that it is now a 
burden upon the whole State and that tne 
opposition to convict labor comes only from 
a class of citizens. On the ground of the 
greatest good to the greatest number, he 
feels compelled to recommend such legis- 
lation as will at least make the penitentia- 
ry self-sustaining, while not desiring that

The Panama Canal Project. 

WASHINGTON, January 11.—A hearing took 
place to-day before the House Committee on 
Foreign Affairs, on the subject generaliy, of 
the proposed Panama ship canal, and eapec- 
ially in regard tothe joint resolution introe- 
duced in the House, December 13, by Repre- 
sentative Crapo, deciaring the construction 
of such a carnal under the auspices of, and 
through acharter from any Exropean govern- 
ment hostile to the established policy of. the 
United States; is in violation of the spirit 
and declarations of the Monroe doctrine, and 
carnot be sanctioned or assented to by the 
U.S. Government.

There is a phase of the variety theater bus- 
iness which was only alluded to in yesterday’s 
Post-DIsHATCH and which will bear 
acruliny. It relates to the issue of 
licenses tothe proprietors of these placss. 
To run one of these sbows requires a license 
fora dramshop andalicense for a theater. 
Show afd saloon are inseparable. It is doubt- 


ful if one of these theaters would run a week | 


without a Saloon attachment, and in most 
cases the manager relies upon the saloon for 
the biggest portion of his profits. Just which 
is tail and which is dog inthe variety thea- 
ter line it would be hard to say, but neither 
wags witbout the other, 

It has always beena good deal of a mys- 
tery how the Eshers, Decker and therest got 
their double-barreled authority from the 
city. The law is pretty strict and would 


, seem to provide plenty of check on this 


business. 
Itis well known that these variety theaters 


were not started without opposion from the 
police authorities andfrom the neighhor- 


boods in which they are located. Inthe case 
of Decker’s Globe theater, the police claim to 
have presented an almost unanimous protest 
from the residents ofthe block. In the case 
of the Alhambra, run bythe moral Esher 
Brothers,the merchants doing business along 
St. Charles street and Washington avenue 
protested vigorously. 
THE SALOON LICENSE. 


The city ordinance relating to the saleon+ 


license lays down the following for the col- 
lector’s guidance. 


Section 3.—Applications for any license un-4 
der this ordinance shail bemadein writings 


tothe Collector and shall state where the 
dramshop is to be kept, and no license shall 
be granted unlesssuch application be accom- 
panied by a petition signed bya majority of 
the bona fide householders, being the owners, 
lessees or tenants of property in the block or 
square where it is proposed to locate the 
dram-shop; and said petition shall ask that 
such ileense be granted,and such petition 
skali be renewed yearly thereafter. In cases 
where the Collector is in doubt as to the 
morai character of the applicant or the gen- 
ulnencss ofthe signatures to the petition, he 
is hereby required to refer to the Board of 
Volice Commissiorers of the city of St. Louis 
such application made to him 
for license under this ordinance, tegether 
with the petition accompanying the same, 
and if the said Beard of Police Commission- 
ers sha}l be of the opinion that the applicant 
is a person of good moral character and that 
the signatures of such petition are genuine, 
and that such petition is signed as hereinbe- 
fore, the said Board of Police Commissioners 
shall endorse upon application of every such 
applicant ‘‘aflirmed.’? 

The section fur‘her provides that if the col- 
lector is not satisfied with the Police Com- 
missioners’ endorsement. he may carry the 
matter before the Council or Mayor and ac- 
cept their action. If the application is aflirm- 
ed, the license may be issued provided the 
applicant zives a bond to “‘keep at all times an 
orderly house, and that he will not sell, give 
away or otherwise dispose of, or suffer the 
same to be Gone about his premises, any in- 
toxicating liquor in any qunantity to any per- 
son under the age of eighteen years, without 
the consent of guardian, master or parent, 
etc. 

THE THEATRICAL LICENSE. 

With reference to a theatrical license, the 
check upon improper places is provided in 
the following: 

Section 19. Applications for licenses under 
this chapter as keepers of shows, theaters 
and exhibitions of any kind whatsoever, shal] 
be made in writing to the City Collector, and 
sba)l state where the show, theater or exhi- 
bition isto be kept or exhibited. The City 
Collector upon receipt of such written ap- 
plication shall make all due and proper in- 
qguiry into the character of all such appli- 
cants for license, and shall not grant a license 
to such applicant or applicants for such 
license unless he has good and sufticient as- 
surances and reasons to believe of his ewn 
knowledge that allsuch applicants fer such 
license are tit and proper persons to receive 
the same, provided, in addition to all the 
other requirements of this chapter, the ap- 
plicant or applicants for said license shall fur- 
nish to the City Collector a petition signed 
by a majority ofthe residents of the block 
wherein said business is to be carried on, and 
also amajority of the residents ofthe portion 
of the block opposite said place of business, 
requesting the issuance of said license, and 
declaring that the maintenance of said show, 
theater or exhibition of whatsoever kind is 
not a nuisance or annoyance to said resi- 
dents.
